The information has just been re¬ 
ceived that the big new Majestic 
radio has been transferred from 
the solitary splendor of a studio 
in the Conservatory to the some¬ 
what lighter atmosphere of Clover- 
leaf hall. 

The reason fur this change is not 
apparent, While an ordinary In¬ 
strument should auffke for the 
needs of o college dormitory, that 
used by the discriminating music 
student must necessarily be able 
tu reproduce the intricacies and 
finer shadings, as this particular 
instrument has seemed capable of 
doing. 

It is virtually impossible to con¬ 
duct a Theory or Music Apprecia¬ 
tion class without an instrument of 
some sort, and the excellent though 
inadequate musical library of the 
Conservatory undoubtedly deserves 
the superior powers of the Majestic, 

Furthermore and furthermore, 
this has ever been a haven in a 
relatively musicless community for 
the reproduction of good tmirie 
both from the concerts broadcast 
from New York and elsewhere and 
from privately owned records fts 
well as the Conservatory collec¬ 
tion.
